Comments on Degree 


A bill making it mandatory tor | 
the Board of Trustees of this col- 
| lege to establish a liberal arts 
_course leading to the bachelor of 
arts degree has been introduced in- 
to the House of Representatives ac- 
cording to reports received from 
that legislative body. 

The bill, which has been placed 
On the speaker's desk in the House, 
is not expected to be acted upon 
immediately, but will be delayed to 
the time when the appointment of 
committees is made. It is the gen- 
eral opinion in Providence that the 
outcome of this latest move wil] 
depend upon the pressure brought 
to bear by students on our cam- 
pus, alumni, parents and other in- 
terested groups, 

Taking the offensive in this 
move is Rep. Coleman B, Zim- 
merman (R.-Providence), who 
sponsored the bill which would 
force the board of trustees to re 
verse its 4 to 3 stand against the 
progressive move. Rep. Zimmer- 
man, a Providence attorney and 
graduate of Washington Univer- 
sity, stated that “because the Gen- 
eral Assembly of this state has the 
power to make or cancel appoint- 
ments to the board of trustees that 
there is no reason why the people 
of our state cannot be afforded this 
chance for a liberal and free edu- 
cation.” 

Along with this unexpected move 
in the General Assembly has come 
within the last few days support 
from many quarters, On this cam- 
bus a student committee on the A. 
B. Degree has been formed and is 
taking steps to further the move- 
ment in any way possible. Off 
Campus has come support from the 
American Legion, the Rhode Island 
Congress of Parents and Teachers, 
the editorial columns of the “Prov- 
idence Journal-Bulletin,* “The 
Westerly Sun,” the “Bristo] Phoen- 
ix,” and the “Narragansett = 
plus many Individuals including 
Benjamin Fine, education editor of 
the New York Times and an alum- 
nus of the college. 

The newly formed committee on 
this campus includes Carl Beck- 
man, Jack Cheverini, Roswell Bos- 
worth, Ralph Potter, Frank Pritch- 
ard, John Schroeder and Lindy 
Hoyle. Chairman Beckman, Chev- 
erini, Schroeder and Lindy Hoyle 
represent Sachems, Potter repre- 
‘Sents the Student Senate, while 
Pritchard and Bosworth represent 
the BEACON. The committee 
hopes to see State House officials 
on the subject within the next week 
and will carry with them the gen- 
eral sentiment of the students on 
this campus. 

Mr, Fine, in his comment on the 
A. B. Degree at State ssid that he 
is “very happy to hear that the 
movement is under way to intro- 
duce the Bachelor of Arts Degree 
at Rhode Island State College. It 
is my belief," said Mr. Fine, “that 
an A. B. Degree would be extreme- 
ly valuable not only to Rhode Is-

At present, on 
the term bill, under a separate heading a four dollar tax is 
levied on every student for support of athleties. This is a 
voluntary contribution, voted upon by the student body. | 
(For entire history of this tax, see previous Beacon.) This! 
Sum of four dollars is, at present, entirely inadequate, 

What technicalities are involved in changing this in 
favor of higher sum? Well, here’s the pitch: The Student 
Senate has already conducted hearings upon the matter of 
raising the athletic tax. After hearing testimony from Coach 
Tootell and other authorities, and after due deliberation, the 
Senate voted to go on record as favoring an increase in the 
athletic tax. The sum recommended was a contribution of 
ten dollars per semester. With that amount, per student, the 
athletic department feels it can carry on its departmental 
activities, purchase much-needed equipment, and bring its 
inventory up to somewhere near prewar leve}. 

What remains? A majority vote of the entire student 
body is now necessary. If you want good teams, well equipped 
and capable of bringing glory to the name of Rhode Island 
State, if you want the usual high standard of intramural ac- 
tivities to continue, if you want a team in every sport, you 
will vote yes. Anyway it’s up to you. 

The Sachems will run this referendum at some date in 
the near future, The Beacon will keep you posted on all the 
details. In the meantime, talk it over with your buddies 
and friends. If they need any convincing (which they

When he isn't exploding all over 
the basketball court, Frank Kea- 
ney is a good-natured Irishman 
who saves old glassware as a hob- 
by. In practice, one of his tricks 
is to bolt a steel rim inside the 
baskets, reducing their size from 
18 to 15 inches; it made the bas- 
ket-shooting in the actual game 
seem easier. While his players 
romp on the court, Keaney, a Phi 
Beta Kappa, calls tc them in his 
own curious language, compound- 
ed of corny phrases he has coined 
himself, mixed with Latin or Lat- 
in sounding words.
